The thoroughly delightful story of a painter 
who visited Alaska and stayed to marry a 
fisherman and become a sailor and Alaskan 
herself. The descriptions of everything Alas- 
kan, from mixed hardships and roistering 
pleasures to massive landscapes and. from 
human personalities to the exigencies of war 
in an outpost benefit by her painter’s eye for 
detail and a writer’s gift for words. A ready 
sense of humor which ranges from the delicate 
to earthy, but is never vulgar, plus a rare 
objectivity save the book from the feelings 
of forced gaiety and self pity which tinge so 
many wifely memoirs; an impressive knowl- 
edge of sailing and fishing will attract an 
audience among maie readers. Refreshing. To 
be illustrated with 12 black and white draw- 
ings by the author.

They went by train to 
California, and the author writes delightfully 
of the flowers, birds, and forests of the South 
and West. They saw more of Alaska than 
most tourists do, and traveled 500 miles on 
the Yukon. Very satisfactory reading, not 
mly for those who share their hobbies, but 
‘or many who know the earlier books.

line. It is a story of courage and perseverance, 
though there is no pretense that the colonel 
was a master escape artist. He often made 
mistakes, walked in circles, was captured 
through carelessness and misfortune and es- 
caped by a combination of canniness and 
iuck. He bluffed the Germans face to face 
and dodged them in the night, slept one time 
in a haystack and another in a luxurious 
chateau and at the Spanish border, within a 
few steps of safety, was delayed for days by 
official red tape and the niceties of inter- 
national law. A better than average war 
narrative told with restraint and humor. Pub- 
lished in England under the title Wingless 
Victory.

Marcus Whitman was determined to make his 
way to the Indians of the Northwest, and 
spend his life among them, so at 33, his 
medical education completed, he went West 
with his bride. It was the usual pioneer 
venture, homesteaders, missionaries, Indian 
fighters and adventurers risking danger and 
hardship in response to the lure of the West. 
The Whitmans came to a tragic end after 
several years of medical work and teaching, 
in a massacre caused by the Indians’ re- 
sentment of indignities suffered from other 
white men. The story, if without literary 









































pretense, is readable, because in spite of too 
many incidents it moves along at a satisfactory 
pace.

Catherine, the much-maligned queen of Eng- 
land’s Charles II, receives much the same 
sympathetic and partisan treatment that made 
My lady of Cleves (Booxk.ist 42:200, F 15 46) 
so appealing. The plain, convent-bred Portu- 
guese princess suftered greatly in the early 
years of her marriage because she had to 
share her deeply loved husband with such 
notorious mistresses as Lady Castlemaine and 
Nell Gwyn, but in time she came to know 
that only she had Charles’ trust and real 
devotion. Charles too is dealt with kindly; 
his faults are acknowledged, but the impres- 
sion is left of a conscientious, capable king.

Diana Maynard was like the dead calm at the 
center of a tropical storm, for, from the mo- 
ment of her arrival at the British residency 
on the China coast, the beautiful, aloof girl 
was the unintentional cause of dissension, and 
even disaster. The women hated her, the men 
fell in love with her, one died, one was 
maimed, friendships were shattered, and ca- 
reers ruined. A French pearl buyer broke 
through Diana’s calm, but their ecstatic af- 
fair ended in Jules’ accidental death, and a 
few months later, Diana, still unreconciled 
to life without Jules, lost her own life in a 
freak storm, an unconvincing ending for a

Brock Catlin typifies the 
successful wildcatter. Starting as a tool dress- 
er and rising to be a multimillionaire, he is 
almost broken by a feud with the large cor- 
porations and the tragedy of a much-loved 
wife who could not rise with him, but he 
survives, divorces his wife and recovers his 
equanimity on a yachting cruise. A wobbly 
start and finish detract from the vigorous 
central part, but the whole presents an en- 
grossing success story.
